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PASS THE ASPIRIN. 


Road and dam proposals continue to. be the 
principal danger to the security of our 
few remaining wilderness and wild areas, 

In the case of Mount San Jacinto, a 
tramway is the immediate threat, with a 
growing realization on the part of those 
opposing the project that it cannot help 
but be the first step to an extensive 
road development leading down from the 
mountain top terminal, once the State 
Park Wild Area is invaded. In time all 
of this could,result in the elimination 
of the encircling U.S. Forest Service 
Wild Area as such, 

While somewhat of a stalemate condition 
exists in the San Jacinto matter at 
present, the Sierrans and other conser- 
vation workers in and around Riverside 
are going quietly about their plans to 
meet the crisis if and when it comes, 

On the other hand the promoters should 
have their hands full with the problems 
of finding finances in the face of ever- 
rising costs and the decrease in easy 
money spending (as shown by the current 
towing public), 

Added just lately is another headache: 
the difficulty in getting a water supply 
to the facilities at the ton of the tram- 
way where the promoters expect some 
thousands of people to foregathcr, 
most casual student of water supply 
knows how many gallons the average travel- 
ler, even if restricted, requires for 
sanitary purposes-—let alone for drinking
